There was none poorer In Covington 
ami vicinity llmil Mr. Goebel, blit Hov. | 
Stevenson In-lpi-d, taught, advised and 
encouraged him hi every way |»i*sihlc. 
lie was tlm most influential man in that 
I part of the stale, and u Democrat ul 
I temocrats.

He advocated the McChord rail-road 
freight extortion hill and the Chinn 
school hook law.

"working like a charm," and gaining in 
popularity every day. Coder the Goe¬ 
bel law, the Republicans can never steal 
the electoral vote of the slate a* they did 
in I1HH5.

The School Book Queatlon 


Old papers 20c. n liundred 


On yesterday wo furniBhed our 
rcadcra tho information necessary 
to form tin* basin of an intelligent 
opinion upon tho question of fur* 
trior legislation concerning the 
purclmao of ecliool books for our 
common schools. Tho lloralil has 
not tnkon any part in thia diaputo 
—not because it did mil have dell- 
nito views on thia general subject, 
but hecaune it did not boliovo tho 
proper time had come. It i* diffi¬ 
cult to in torus t tho pooplo in sev- 
eral issues at tho anine time; and 
wo aaw not evidence 1 hat. ju*t now 
tho people wore taking any special 
interest in this school book con* 
trovorsy. Kentucky bus no inter- 
eat ns important a* her common 
sellout system, nnd none lies near¬ 
er (111. heart of her people; bill we 
have a fairly good system which is 
working fairly well and with which 
the people are fairly well satisfied. 
Wn are of the opinion that there 
are defects which enn he easily 
remedied and which had bettor 
bo remedied. It would lie better 
—we think—to abolish the office 
of trustee altogether and control 
the country schools somewhat al¬ 
ter thi' mode of our city schools. 
And other amendment* could be 
windy made, W’e have a preju¬ 
dice against state boards to regu¬ 
late nnd control the publication 
and selection of books; nnd prefer 
tho present law to the Chinn bill, 
nnd think it best to h-t that mat¬ 
ter alone. Theory of "trust” is 
always raised when Mime one has 
a job to put through. Vml the 
claim of enormous savings through 
this state trust is all humbug.I 
The state wants good school hooks 
by competent authors; and com¬ 
petition will secure reasonable 
rate* nnd good books. And the 
poorest possible economy is to put 
poor books in the hands of our, 
children. Wo are in favor of good 
school houses, good teachers, 
good furniture ami good bx.ks, 
and to adopt cheese-paring econ¬ 
omy in either is criminal and de¬ 
structive. Wo do not build such 
school houses ns we ought and; we 
do not pay our teachers ns we 
should; we do not beautify our 
schools as they should be; nnd our 
books are none too good now. 
Thia raid upon our common schools 
is in the interest of some job, and 
is a cheap cry of those who hove n 
contempt for the intelligent of 
the pooplo nnd believe they can 
obtain office bv a clamorous as¬ 
sault on anvtliing chnrgod to be a 
trust.—Lexington Herald.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

WAalltMiToX, March 31, IKS'J. 
The return of the president to Wash 
ington is invarialdy followcil by Korea 
of rumors na to hi* intentions in regard 
to important public affaira. The present 
occasion wits no exception, and as tbe 
almost continuous lighting in the Phil¬ 
ippines was canapiruouslv before tin- 
public, a number of these rumors relatrd 
to Philippine ntlrira.

Otis, who ia whipping the Filipino* ev¬ 
ery time he fight* them, and fighting 
them just a* fast a* he can get At them, 
is doing all that any mao could do and 
even if Ite wasn’t, he wouln't attempt to 
interfere hv sending orders front Wash 
ington. Then it was stated that a pr »c- 
tarnation calling for 36,000 two-year vol- 
uuteers, authorized by the last congress, 
was to l>« at once issued, and the troops 
hurried over to reinforce Gen. Otis 
There wa* not the slightest fitiudntion 
for that either Then* i* reason to lie 
lieve that this rumor was instigated by 
those who are anxious for the volunteer* 
to l»e enlisted because of the patronage 
(t would make for them, in connection 
with the officers’ commission*. If Gsu 
Otladoes not wipe out AguinaHo's »r 
my In the next two weeks be is not likely 
to do so brfon* fall, as the rainy season 
will put a atop to effective campaigning.
